To vyhom he yttercd for 
anſyyer many blaſphcmics againſt God, and 
furiouſly |railed againlt the Pope and the Sa- 
craments and other holy things of our Chri- 
{tianirie,profeſling that he cam? to that place 
purpoſcly that he might be killed for Chriſt, 
and that he vyould trom thence into Turkic 1f 
he could not attainc the ſame in Rome. All 
vyhich the ſtudentes attributed to furic and 
phrenſic, and thertor made no matter of his 
execrable vvordes, but made much of the miſer 
_ trill the next day toyyardcs cuenning,at yyhich 
time order yyas giuen that heſ hould be remo- 
ued for the better curing of his agevv to the 
Hoſpitall of $. Spirit, as he yvas, vvhere he

The 
vyhich things bothe againſt God and his Mt- 
niſters in earthe being at ſundry times heard 
of diuers,and the vvile ſearing the. cuent. of 
the matter, and that it yyold be {clanderousto 
the natis,if remedie vvere not had, came ynto 
the College ard namely ro Maſter vyilliam 
Good, the confeſſor of the houſe,a very graue 
godly father, praying him and the Reftor of 
the College to conkalet forthe honor of the 
Contrey vyhat yvay might beſt be taken vvith 
him,becauſe the Keaſians gan already to mur- 
terand murmur that he yyas nat kept in order, 
or puniſhed: ſaying that the deſperat villaine 
might be ſuborned or eaſely induced by yvic- 
ked men of the neyy ſe, todo ſome outrage 
or attempt ſome vyhat againſt his holines per- 
{on. The ſaid fathers therefor thought belt he 
{ hould be put into the Hoſpital of the patzi 
vyhich is for the cure and keeping of mad me 
- and fooles,burt after rhe rulers of that hovylc, 
(vvho haue great experience in ſuche caſes,) 
bad by good triall diſcerned himnotto be di- 
ſiraced,they refuſed plainly to take charge of 
him. Vyhereypon pregniat ſuſpition more and 


the Pope publikely vvith his ſinnes,ashe 


more-grevvyin all mes mindes,that al that furie. | 


of the fcllovy , vvas but the phreneſic ofhere- 
fie, driuen by Sathan into that extraordinarie 
{eruor 'of ſpeach and behauior,to procure, his 
diſtruRis, & ſo the caſe was referred at legrhe

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tothe boly inquiſition, vvhich vyold not for 
all this take knovyledge of the marter, bur tiHt 
deemed it adifiraQtion inthe partie, norvvith- 
ſtanding the officers thereof yvere foreyvar- 
ncdthat ſome notorious fcandale might yery 
yvel enſcyy thereof ,if the man yvere not one 
vvay or other looked to, & reſtrained betimes:

of his charitable compaſſion humbly aſked of 
his holines and obtained ſome dates of delay 
For the poore Caitife , that all meancs poſſible 
might be afſaicd for his-repentance and ſalua- 
nion.'

ling : that none could be ſaued but ſuch as ſuf- 
fred perſecution : that both the people of the 
Eſte vnder the Turke, and the Catholitkes in 
Zngland,not withſtanding their errors,might 
C Fucd , becauſe they ſuffer perſecution : that 
aly perſecution ,vyas a proofe ſufficient of 
the trevy Church & of thecleR. For all yyhich 
fond abſurditics, and other his fantafes,he al- 
teaged ſcriptures continually as the Caluiniſts 
do,and applicd them yvith like grace: that is,as 
wſt as Germans lippes , yet not lacking vulgar 
Teightes, {hiftes, cuaſions, and yvinding of 
z7ordes , to auoide the Scriptures and oe. bro 

' erevvith he vyas preſſed ns the learned. of 
nation , that earueſtly dcalt vvith him for 
onuerſion from ſuch pernicious illuſions 
the deuil. Mary vvithin tyvo ſentences,and 
ite vvith one breath, he vvould contraditt him 
i affirme,and deny,and ſtart from one hole; 
>an other, for all the world, like the proteſtirs 


oſt horſe in England,thatvvill paſſe you ſuch Fulks 


n{vvers without a bait to any Catholik booke 
catcommeth in his vvay. Vvhen vye af ked 
im,hovyv he knevy that booke vyhich he bare 
2qut vvith him to be gods vyorde, orto be

-it, ferng he vvas not learned to examine the 7 
tranſlation or ſenſe thereof, bur ſhould yeld ta ' 
the learned in ſuch marters,and giue over his 
ovvnefantaſticall fingularities.

ned(quoth uy more damnation that you liv 
| uenot accordingly, but are of 11l life as the 
proteſtants , and puritans be: & that this books 
1s gods yyord & vvell tranſlated | am yvarrated 
by the ſpirit. Vyhen vve oppoſcd to his par= 
ticular ſpirit the general| ſ>irit promiſedto the | 
Catholik Church, he anſvvered, that him ſelf” | 
vvas the church : and often,that he kneyy ne 
man to be of his faith but him ſelf, thatth 
Church could not be ſeene,nor knowe ro avy, ! 
ſauingto God alone, being the hid c6panic of 
the ele& onely. And ſome times, that he vyas | 
not aſſured yyhether him ſelf vyas of the 
Church orno : other yvbiles ,that the Church} 
vpvas in heauen onely,cuer finceChrittes Aſceny 
fion,ſpecially,ſith the kinges of the carthe be 
- Tame Chriſtians,and endevved it vvith rich 
for yvhich they ſhould be damned euery © 
25 all other riche men ſhould likevviſe .. 
That the {vyord vvas put into their handes þ, 
God as vntovvicked perſons , that ſo vvig 
kednes,according to the ſcripture, might har 
the ouer hand (vvhich ſentence cuenfo tranſ» 
lated he often vſed)and the ele& be perſocutedy 
by them,and by that perſecution be faued : y 
notvvith ſtanding ſodenly he vvould tou
